T is impoſſible to expreſs with what. 
Pleaſure we've read the Flying-Poft, 
which gave us an Account of your No- 
mination to the S— te: from whom we 
may juſtly expect our a Game to be play d 
over again; by the many Proofs you have 
given of your Diſaffection to the Eſtabliſhe 
Government. Bradſhaw deſcanted very lear- 
nedly on the Decollation of Kings > Burton 
and my ſelf. were not wanting in drawing 
up Invectives againſt the Regal Power; and 
our old Friend Coll.

ſtroy their Liberty, the greater will their 
Confinements and Torments be amongſt us. 
Your ſeif ſtands fair to be Secretary to the 
Society; for Age, Inſufficiency and Tor- 
ments have very much incapacitated my In- 
tellectuals: And indeed I ſhall willingly 
yield to you, who have fo far excelled me 
in Ingratitude and Clamor. Beſides, Sir, I 
conſider your gradual Promotipns which 
you have vainly aſſum'd upon Earth: From 
a vain effeminate Tatler to a Speſtator, and 
then to a Guardian of che Country; which, 
I confeſs, has made our Infernal Cabal a 
little negligent of their Prince, finding their 
Work to proſper bettet in your Hands than 
theirs; for you viſibly do their Work, 
which they, by their Inviſibility, are often 
put to hard'ſhifts to accompliſh.

believe he only did it to gain ter Crq- 
dit ; and that the pretence to Juſtice, was 
only to conceal the deſign of Cheating; 
You know very well, that if a Genrtle- 
man has a mind to debauch a Virgin, his 
Words and Diſcourſe muſt ſound of nothing 
but Love and Honour ; and when the poor 
deluded Creature juſt thinks her Innocence 
and Charms are Locks and Bolts to all his 
Proteſtations, ſhe her ſelf becomes captiva- 
red, -and to her coft finds, that Oaths and 
Proteſtations are only Gins to entrap her. 
Thus ſome who have receiv'd the 
Favours from their Royal Miſtreſs, and 
whoſe Preferments have oblig' d chem to 
Oaths of Allegiance, are no ſooner mount 
ed in the Saddle, but forget the Banefactors 
that ſet them on Horſeback, and trample 
down all that obſtructs their unruly Rider. 
This, Sir, was a Difficulty we could ne- 
ver get over; but you, by your Avwſeenty, 
have eaſily ſurmounted it: And what may 
we not expect from one of your Qualifica- 
tions; who with an Air of Oftentation dars 
throw Dirt in the Face of thoſe that ging 
you Bread. I muſt confebs, this modecy 
Age, amongſt you, has made great Imperov- 
ments in Vice; For with a rear 
cal

deal of Satisfaction, that what we acted 
with fear, and in a corner, you publickly 
commend and juſtifie ; which makes Brad- 
ſhaw and ſome of our Friends wiſh they were 
on Earth, to become your Diſciples. In- 
deed we lodg'd the Power of making and de- 
throning Monarc bs in the People; and the beſt 
Argument we could give for it was, An Ar- 
my compos d of Raſcals and Villains : But you 
can ſet up a lame Diſciple, a Hoadly, againſt 
the Royal Standard; and bring whole Troops 
of Atheiſts, Schiſmaticks and Republicans to his 
Aſſiſtance. 

We were almoſt grown aſham d of our 
own Principles, and had not Hell been our 
Habitation, we ſhould have long ſince ſign d 
| our Recantation : But ſince we fee it fo 
1 courageouſly juſtify'd amongſt you, and ſo 

much improv'd to the Advantage of our 
Government, we doubt not but to ſettle, 
ſuch a Communication amongſt you, that 
the ſmall Efforts of Honour and Virtue 
ſhall vaniſh away as Miſts before the Sun.

ciples to be condemn'd, before they them- 
ſelves knew what they would be at, But, 
upon a more mature Deliberation, we bet- 
ter approve of your Amuſements, who mean 
no more than you think, and think no more 
than the Oracle you have ſer up at Buttons; 
only your Libels employ the Tea- Tables in 
Converſation, to judge of your Meaning, 
which they are as ignorant of at parting, 
as. before they read you ; and however you 
may pretend ſuch Inſtructions are agreeable 
to the Temper of the Learners, yet let me 
aſſure you, that you do us wonderſul Ser- 
vice, in diverting them ſuch ways from 
their Manuals of Devotion. 

There are a ſort of People lately crept 
in, among you, whom I would not have you 
by any means be unmindful of; Imean the 
Free-Thinkers ; Men that would think any 
thing but what they ſhould believe, and be- 
lieve every thing they ſhould not think of: 
Which Principles, we are inform'd, were 
firſt form'd among our good Allies the Srog- 
landers ; and we doubt not but Mr. C, its 
Proprietor, will ſettle with them ſuch Pre- 
liminaries, that may ſerve as a Baſis for a laſt- 
ing Principle. | 

I am glad that our Faction continue ſo 
ſtedfaft ta thoſe good Allies, contrary: to the 
natural Inclinations of the Country in other 
Cales ; and it you can but once carry the 
Point, To give them your All, you need not 
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doubt of a ſecond Amboyna Reward., You 
may eaſily perſuade the Party to believe 
any thing contrary to their on Intereſt, ſo 
it is but agreeable to their Levelling Princs- 
ples ; and therefore you do very well in ma- 
king an Outcry for the Demoliſhing of Dwun- 
kirk, becauſe it may be a Check upon the 
D.--b, But, above all, be ſure you never 
ſuffer the Promoters of the 8:5 and gb Ar- 
ticles to gain Credit with the People ; for 
that would prevent your own Ruin ſooner 
than you deſire,” and incapacitate others 
from gaining more by your on Cloths 
than you that are the Makers.

that his Sentences were receivd among the 


People as the Oraele of Delphbos : The other, 
That he mimick'd the Comedian fo artifi- 
cially ; that his Congregation was compos d 
of diſcarded Players, caſt off Wh---res and 
overgrown Termagants; this had like to 
have-rais'd ſuch a Breach, that all the Hy- 


. pocrites in the place had been concern d in 


the Quarrel, had not Ferry White call d old 
Noll to put a ſtop to the Controverſy; which 


could not be agreed upon any other Terms, 


than referring it to you as Arbitrator, who 


have ſo oſten jumbled the Church and Play- 


houſe into a Paper, as if both muſt be ſub- 


ject alike to your Reformation, becauſe you 
; B 2 never 
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never underſtood the Order of either, who 
have pre fert'd Milton to David, and the dole- 
ful Dirty of your Grief Alamode, to the Ex- 
actneſs of the Plain- Dealer. 26 
But above all, Sir, be ſure you diſorder- 
ly cry down all Order, and have an Eye on 
tne Government: for it that (as too ſeem- 
ingly it may) ſhould recover its priſtine Au- 
thoricy, our coherent Nonſenſe would pre- 
ſently loſe footing ; and whenever you ſhall 
find your ſelf at a loſs, I recommend you to 
the Counſels of your Fellow-Labourer Mr. 
Ridpath, who has been a truſty Servant to 
our Republick, and a Sufferer tor its Con- 
ſtitution. | 
I remember Coll. Ewer, in the Year 48, 
preſented a Remonſtrance, That the People 
are the only competent Judges of the Peoples Safe- 
ty (under that abus'd Maxim, Sala Popul; 
ſuprema Lex) and that they may appeal to their 
Sword, ag ainſt the Authority of any of their Gover- 
nours, in order to Publick Safety; which To- 
Picks I think are very proper for you to de- 
clame on, ' becauſe they ſet the Door wide 
open to Faction and Rebelizon ; ſince the Peo- 
ple are ever floating and given to Change ; 
by which every turbulent and ambitious 
Fellow may blow theſe Sparks into a Flame, 
and burn down the Fabtick upon which 
Government is built. | 
But if ever Government ſhould ſo well 
be underſtood, that the People ſhould right- 
ly judge of the Obedience they owe to 
their 
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Sautineſi upon our Superiors, or dare deſpiſe 
Dominjon ; and then it will ſeem Pride 
and Preſumption, if any dare corre a Re- 
publican Notion ; tho' we trample on Biſhops 
and blaſpheme Kings, we may colour the 
Pretence with only a Concern and Zeal for 
God and his Glory; but if they preſume 
to expoſe the Schiſmatical Licentiouſneſs of the 
Saints, let it be proclaim'd rank Malice, and 
a degree of Perſecution: Neither do we want 
Preſidents for ſuch doings, ſince the World 
has ever been full of ſuch Pretenders and 
Army: Saints, which Chriſt did truly experi- 
ence from the Phari/ces, for telling chem, 
They were of their Father the Devil. 7 
Be ſute in many of your Papers you ex; 
tend your Otatory in juſtifying the fanta+ 
ical: Notio ns of Liberty, and the admirable 
Confticutions of the Romant, Venetians, Swiſc 
and Dutab Commonwealths3 by which you 
will blaſt and run down the Authority of 
Magiſtrates, under che fair and ſpecious Pre- 


tences of. a Free 2 5 and ſoon daſh out of 


Countenance Loyalty, Patience and Submiſſi- 


en, by the horrible; Outcry of dangerous and 


ſpaviſp Opinions, Burton and I, with the reſt 
of the Rungleaders of the Faction in our time, 
drew the Rabble after us wich the hallow' 
Whiftlc of Conſcience and Inſpiration, wich 


Prayers ummerciful, ele vation of Hand: and Voice, 


and Eyes lift up to Heaven, while our Hearts 
were fix d on Sacrilege and Rapine ( that 
C dearly 
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dearly beloved Inheritance of the Saints) 
and other Creature-Comforts there below. 

The tickling of wanton and itching Ears, 
and drawing of filly Women captive, was 
call'd Touching the Conſcience ; and he was 
thought the fitteſt Champion to ſacrifice 
Antichriſt to the Beaſt of the Field and Fowls 
of the Air, that could boldly and fluently 
utter the moſt edifying Nonſenſe, by which 
we capghe the Simple, even all the Sons 
and Dan hters of the Separation, with the 
Witchcraft of Rebellion at laſt ; as once a Pi- 
ed Piper drew Children after him with the 
unaccountable Strains of Magick and En- 
chantments: And after they had run thro' 
the various Stages of Heterodoxy and Schiſm, 
Liberty and Inſurrection, Prophaneneſs and Blaſ- 
phemy, Plunder and Devaſtation, our Tools 
of Diſciples compleated their Reformation in 
the Ruin of the Church and State, the Depreſ- 
fron of the Nobility, and ſelling the Gentry for 
Slawes, the Exaltation of Sovereign Mob, and 
the Murder of the beſt of Princes, and yet we 

or Souls knew nothing of the matter, but 
exclaim'd (although the Contrivers) againſt 
the Actors of ſuch black Deeds, as if we had 
been the greateſt Sufferers in the Nation. 

But ſome perhaps will ſay to you, *Tis 
certainly a very bitter ill- natur'd Cur that 
growls while he is fed; and tis more than 
common Infolence and Ingratitude, ws 

le 
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leſs than Iriſh Civility, to throw dirt in the 
Faces of thoſe that ſupport you. But never 
fear, you'll ne'er want your Seconds alſo ; 
for no Monarch has ſuch a commanding 
Aſpect but he will meet with Detractors : 
Should a meek Moſa be amongſt us, he 
would exaſperate ſome, or David, a Man 
2 God's own Heart, reign, tor that reaſon 

iſoblige more; for the Self. conceited 
would not be govern'd by a Solomon; nay, 
ſhould the Son of God deſcend again, and 
bleſs the World with his Preſence, there 
are not wanting of our Friends, who wou'd 
revile his Perſon, deſpiſe his Office, and ap- 
plaud his Crucifixion. 

Perſwade your Female Converts, That 
Brat is only declaim'd againſt by School- 
Boys ; and that when he was a Murderer of 
Ceſar, he was eſteem'd the true Pattern and 
Model of exact Virtue: Aſſure them it was 
Liberty, the love of Publick Liberty, that ſer 
the Hero at work, tho' the Inconſiderate - 
neſs of the Deed had like to have ſcorch d 
up the Conſtitution ; for altho Rame, from 
their Regifugium, was never free from Civil 
Wars, and Changes of Government ; firſt 
to Patrician Conſuls, then to promiſcuous 
Conſuls, with Popular Tribunes to controul 
them; ſometimes an Ariſtocracy, ſometimes 
a Democracy, between two Fattions, Patrici- 
an and Plebeian, yet * Liberty, that Idol 
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of the People, ſuch as you and I, Fellows 
ol good Aſſurance and leſs Honeſty, were 
able to diſturb the Quiet of the Govern- 
ment; till Julia Ceſar overthrew the giddy 
Republick, and made way for Auguftas to re- 
ſtore it to a Monareby, under whom it came 
to its height of Glory; which put a to 

to the Corruptions of thofe Times, in di 
penſing Juſtice, and ſuffering their Camitia 
to be Venalia. How little did the Liberty 
and Property- Patriot: of thoſe Times, any 
more than now, value the Lege, Ambitas, 
Leges Repetandarum peculatus, ſince they ne- 
ver wanted Creatures or Sollicitors to coh- 
tract for Suffrages, and to fawn and cringe 
upon Slaves and Varlets for their Votes and 
Intereſt ; which eaſily perſwaded the Rab- 
ble to believe themſelves the Fountain of 
Honour, till they were undeceiv'd, by be- 
ing reduc'd to the knowledge of themſelves 
as well as Obedience to Cæſar. 

Your old Acquaintance Fack D n 
defires you to be as little concern'd with the 
Parſons as poffible ; and altho' he is very 
glad that a Perſon ot as large a Fortune, and 
much about the ſame pitch of Honefy, ſuc- 
ceeds him in the Aﬀembly, yet out of true 
Brotherly Love and Affection, he forwarns 

ou of Impeathments againſt} Parſons, leſt you 
Foul happen to fall upon ſuch a Rock ot 
Misfortunes as he did, and be thought guil- 
«7 ty 
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ty of Imnuendes againſt the Crown, I con- 
ſeſs, ſaich he, if it could be brought about, 
it is neceſſaty that the Clergy ſhould be 
blacken'd and defam d with invidious Refle- 
ctions, becauſe they are the wain Pillars and 
Support of the Crown ; and therefore, that 
the one may be more advantageouſly pall'd 
down, it ever has been a fix d Rule among 
the Politicians of our Party, to run a Tik, 
without diſtinction, againſt the other; which 
faid he, Mr. Pryn, you know was the exaQ 
method of the Saints in your days, when 
the Good Old Cauſe was fo luckily carry d on 
by the luſcious Work and blefled Trade of 
Sacrilege and Plunder; to cloak which, every 
Loyal and Conforming Miniſter was render'd 
as Antichriſftian, and as vile a piece of For- 
mality, as a Dancing- Maſter was at Geneva at 
the beginning of the Reformation: Nay, 
faith he, how have I ſmitd to ſee a Man 
with a plump Benefice more haraſs'd to fave 
his Carkaſs, than the Fat Man at London 
But, continues he, leaving the Tribe 
of Levi to a fitter Opportunity, be ſure you 
make a Noiſe about Tyranny and Arbitrary 
Power ; which will eaſily deceive the Peo- 
ple, who are govern'd' by Names and the 
Power of Words, and ſeldom ſee beyond 
the Surface of things ; by which means any 
licele jugling Politician may, in the eſteem 
of the People, make a Treaty of Peace appear 
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a terrible Advance towards Tyranny and Ab- 
ſolute Dominion; and the Eighth and Ninth 
Articles a Combination for the Enemy to 
work up our Woall for us, and to have Dune 
kirk tor their pains: 


To conclude, Sir, If you ſhould under- 
go our Fate, to be hooted by Children, 
or laugh'd at by Men out of their Senſes, 
I hope you will not fall foul on your Cat; 
for you know, if Children will be always 
playing in the Dirt, they may be very juſt- 
ly corrected for it; and why then ſhould 
not l. ten, if they will be ſporting them- 
ſelves wich foul and unclean Invectives 
againſt their Betters, expect to be ſome- 
times ſnub d for their Saucineſs and 1] Man- 
ners? 

And althou th I cannot readily believe, 
"78 you can be guilty of ſo much Nonſenſe in 
Z ſo little Room as is couch'd in that Scur- 
rilous Libel, call'd Dunkirk 02 Dover; 
| yet, by winking with one Eye, one may 
ſee how you have hit the Mark, by infla- 
ming the Nation with your Expect, &c. 
and therefore, whether you writ it or not, 
is not worth my time to enquire; but I 
am fure che Guardian ficſt broach d that 
Ridiculous (tho' uſeful) Poſition. 

And now, ſhould any peeviſh Facobire, 
or ſnarling Faxatick, endeavour to perſuade 


you,

dren, 
enſes, 
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Iways 
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them- 
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you, that I have tranſgreſs'd the Þndecorum 
of our Principles, I ſhall, upon the firſt
